The London JVews of a late date 


makes the following serious obser- 
vations in reference to the depress- 
ion of the iron trade in Great Bri- 
tain : 


At the present time there is, per- 


haps, no branch of commerce in this 
country to which so much attention 
is devoted BB that of iron, not only 
by those who are intimately con- 
nected with it by business relations, 
but by the general outside world, 
who view with alarm the pro- 
nounced falling off in our foreign 
trade in this article, and the blank 
prospects of any imqiediate amelior- 
ation. 
We appear to be losing cus- 


tomer after customer, fot nc sooner 
do the United States begin to leave 
us almost entirely than the demands 
of Turkey and Egypt (perhaps for 
obvious reasons) dwindle to noth- 
ing, and it is now reported that 
Russia, which lias hitherto admit- 
ted our raw material at a nominal 
duty, is likely to adopt a protective 
policy which will probably end in 
our exclusion from that ^market 
The reports from the producing dis- 
tricts, whether they be Scoteh oe 
Cleveland, are very unsatisfactory, 
and it seems not unlikely that by 
ifore long a pretty general diminu- 
[tion in the number of blast furna- 
'ces at work will occur. This may 
to one not acquainted with the trade 
appear of less importance than it 
really is; but when we may reckon 
the cost of blowing out a furnace 
and afterward placing it in a condi- 
tion to resume work at over £10,000, 
it shows the serious state of matters 
with iron masters. 
It is well 


known that masters will prefer to 
keep their works going at a loss of 
five shillings per ton on pig-iron 
for some months rather than resort 
to the extremity of blowing out, or 
even "banking up," the latter'pro- 
cess deteriorating the quality of the 
iron produced for some weeks after- 
ward. About twenty-five per cent, 
or rather more of the Scotch blast 
furnaces are now out of work, and 
a large number of the English ones 
also, while rail rolling mills and 
[other descriptions of workshops for 
the protection of the manufactured 
iarticle are being gradually shut up 
.where possible. The country has 
,hitherto prided itself upon its un- 
approachable position, not only as 
jan iron-producing but manufactur- 
ing country, but recent events go to 
.show that unless some radical change 
'is made this place can be no longer 
sustained. It is true that in France, 
Belgium, and the United States the 
trade is dull and much depression 
prevails, but yet our munnfecturers 
are beaten out of the field for con- 
tracts which n few years since would 
have hern a certainty for them. 
.Only a few days ago a German 
ihouse succeeded in a contract for 
about 0,000 tons of steel rails for 
Italy, with a price of 15s. per ton 
less than that quoted by our home 
manufacturers. 


We are weighted too heavily just 


now in our competition with our 
foreign rivals, and it will be only 
by an alteration in the existing re- 
lations between masters and men 
that anything can be done to remedy 
the evil.

The following is Secretary Bristow's 


letter to President Grant, m regard to 
the letter's request that he (entity full; 
before the committee : 


NEW YORK City, July 1 a—When I 


appeared before the committee, last 
week, in obedience to their summons, I 
refused to answer any und all questions 
which required me to state acj conver- 
sation between you and myself, touch- 
ing official matters, whether such con- 
versation took place at a meeting of the 
cabinet or at any time, saying,however, 
to the committee that no inference ad- 
verse to myself should be drawn from 
my refusal to answer their questions. 
I took tine position, distinctly that I 
considered all conversation;! between 
the president and heads of departments, 
in 
official matters, confidential 
and 


privileged, and that the privilege exist- 
ed not so much for the protection of 
parties immediately concerned as for 
the interest of the public service. 
If 


I wus right in this view of the matter, 
is now seems to follow that l.ka privil- 
ege cannot be removed by cither or 
both of the parties. Indeed, I say to 
the committee that I would not feel at 
liberty to answer their questions with 
your consent. Although I have no 
opportunity to examine authorities on 
this subject, I am still of the opinion 
that the public duty to treat such con- 
versation as confidential and privileged, 
is not removed or modified by your 
consent that I should make full answer 
to the questions. If tho privilege were 
mere personal, it might be waived, but 
I place it on higher grounds. I respect- 
fully suggest that tho appearance of the 
several heads of departments before a 
committee of congress to testify to con- 
versations between the president and 
themselves, running through a period 
of many months, would almost inevita- 
bly lead to disclosures of difference of 
recollection, and present to the country 
an unseemly conflict, to which I could 
not willingly be a party. 
Besides, it 


seems to me that such an inquiry, by a 
committee of congress, tends to absorp- 
tion, if not complete destruction, of the 
executive power and to the establish- 
ment of a purely legislative government. 
In any view I can take, it seems (o me 
that duty requires me to adhere to my 
announced purpose to answer no ques- 
tions propounded to me by the commit- 
tee. 
I beg to remind you that my 


opinion OB this Bubject was repeatedly 
stated to you and to the members of 
your cabinet, and as I understood, met 
your and their approval. 
My with- 


drawal from the cabinet does not alter 
or modify my duty in this respect, nor 
have my own views undergone any 
change. I hope I will not be recalled 
by tho committee, but should they see 
proper to call me again, I cannot, as at 
present advised, testify to conversations 
held with the president on official bus- 
iness. 
With great respect, I am your 


obedient servant,

A democratic caucus was hold in the 


hall of tho house of representatives, to 
night. 
About seventy^membiars were 


present. They considered tho subject 
of the bill making appropriations for 
sundry civil expenses of the govern- 
ment, and in order to remove the only 
obstacle iu the way of agreement of the 
conference committee, it was agreed 
that thu house should recede from 
their amendment repealing the previ- 
sions of the revised statutes, relating to 
registration of voters and appointment 
of supervisors of elections and deputy 
UP J special deputy Marshals, and touch- 
ing the supervision of elections. This 
insures the passage of the bill, in which 
a saving of $1,000,000 will be effected, 
but tho agreement does not settle the 
principle involved in other bilk now in 
conference. 


The majority of the house commitee 


on naval affairs, have concluded their 
report. It strongly condemns tho couase 
of Secretary Robeson, in transferring 
funds to Jay Cook, MoCulloch & Co., 
on navy account, and that such act was 
in violation of the law. The 
report 


also Bays that there is no evidence that 
the secretary has profited by any of the 
alleged frauds. 
The committee recom- 


mend that the report be referred to the 
judiciary comB^i'to to report at the 


xt session.
